Mr  Chairman,  Mrs  Rees  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Health 
Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1956. 

The  General  Health  of  the  population  remained 
good,  but  it  is  distressing  to  note  that  there  was  a fall 
of  20  in  the  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General. 

The  number  of  Deaths  was  6 fewer  than  in  the 
previous  year  and  there  was  one  more  live  birth. 

Cancer  Mortality  showed  an  increase  of  2 on  19559 
and  there  were  two  more  deaths  from  Tuberculosis, 

The  greater  proportion  of  deaths  occurred  from 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  and  reflects  the  effect 
of  the  rising  age  of  the  population  in  the  country  generally. 

Tuberculosis  notifications  remained  the  same  but 
of  these  there  was  one  more  case  of  the  Pulmonary  variety  and 
none  of  the  Non- Pulmonary  types. 

Of  infectious  diseases  there  was  one  case  of 
Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  notified  and  one  case  of  infectious 
eye  disease  of  the  new  born. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Pood  Poisoning  notified.

(ii) Por  works  of  improvement  only,  not  providing 

or  units  of  accommodation  - a grant  at  the  rate  of  407°  i..ne 
approved  cost  to  be  paid. 

( iii)  That  in  respect  of  all  works  the  subject  of  apnlications  for 
grants,  a Bill  of  Quantities  together  with  the  necessary 
schedules  and  plans  be  prepared  by  an  independant  arcnitect 
or  surveyor  and  that  competitive  tenders  be  obtained  from  no 
less  than  two  Contractors.

The  Coed  Ffridd  Arw  site  is  still 
used  for  tipping  and  is  capable  of  providing  the  required 
space  for  many  years  to  come.  To  prevent  animals  gaining 
access  to  the  tip,  all  the  perimeter  thereof  was  fenced, 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

The  Council  continued  to  provide  PuhAic  Conveniences  for 
both  sexes  at  Cae  Marian  and  a urinal  for  males  only  near  the 
County  Hall  These  are  cleansed  daily  by  the  Council’s  staff 
and  part  time  female  help  is  engaged  for  the  Ladies' 
Conveniences. 

SEWERAGE. 


The  sewerage  system  of  the  town  has  functioned  satisfactorily? 
during  the  year  certain  defects  in  the  sewerage  on  the  Council's 
Housing  site  at  Pfordd  y Felin  was  discovered  and  rectified. 

Ho  trouble  has  been  experienced  subsequently. 

The  main  sewers  have  been  perio4ically  inspected  and 
test  baited  for  rodent  infestation  with  negative  results,
